DEATH, OF W. G. VEAZEY. 


Former Member of Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and of Ver- 
mont Supreme Court. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—Wheelock 
G. Veasey of Vermont, formerly a member 
of the Interstate Commerce commission, 
died here at 8 o'clock tonight. Mr. Veazey 
resigned from the commission about a year 
ago on account of failing health. | 


Colonel Wheelock G. Veazey first saw light 
in the Town of Brentwood, Rockingham 
County, N. H., Dec. 5, 1835, and there he 
acquired the rudiments of his education. 
He then entered Phillips Exeter Academy 
and laid the foundation for a collegiate 
course at Dartmouth, from which institution 
he graduated with honors in the class of 
1859. He completed his legal studies at the 
Albany Law School and settled in Rutland. 
When the first sounds of war were heard he 
responded to the call with patriotic seal and 
enlisted as a private in the Third Vermont 
Regiment. Promotions e@mme to him in 
rapid succession until he commanded his 
regiment. This regiment had as its first 
commander General W. F. Smith (popularly 
known, and in history, too, as Baldy ’’). 

When the war was over Colonel Veazey 
returned to Rutland and epntinued his law 
practice. In the fall of 1 he was elected 
reporter of decislons of the Supreme Court 
of Vermont, and occupied that position for 
eight years. He was subsequently appoint- 
ed Register in Bankruptcy, and held that 
office until the bankrupt law was repealed. 
He had begun to take an active interest in 
politics, and in 172-73 he was a member 
of the State Senate. In 1879 he was elevated 
to the bench of the Supreme Court of his 
State, and during the following year he per- 
fected the arduous duty of revising the laws 
of the State. Colonel Veazey held his ju- 
dicial position fOr a period of ten years, re- 
signing in 1889 after a faithful and efficient 
service. In that year he was appointed as 
member of the Interstate commission by 
President Harrison. | 

Colonel Veazey always took a great inter- 
est in his alma mater, and had been a 
trustee of Dartmouth College since 1878. In 
1887 that institution conferred the dégree 
of LL. D. upon him. ay 

With the Grand Army of the Republic 
‘Colonel Veazey has been conspicuously iden- 
tified. Through his instrumentality the De- 
partment of Vermont, G. A. R., was founded 
in 1867, and since that time he had been one 
ot the firmest and stanchest friends of the 
order. He was elected Department Com- 
mander in 1873, and was re#lected for three 
years, his administration giving a new 
growth to the department, which has never 
waned. In 1887 Commander-in-Chief John 
P. Rea of Missouri selected Colonel Veazey 
on his staff as Judge Advocate General. In 
1890 he was elected Commander-in-Chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic at the en- 
campment at Pittsburg.

Allegheny and Monongahela Are Ris- 
ing and the Water Is Already 
Making Itself Felt. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 22.—At 12 o’clock 
tonight the Monongahela River had reached 
a stage of 21% feet and was still rising slow- 
ly. Twenty-five feet of water is expected. 
This is three feet above the danger line, 
which will be passed tonight. The Alle- 
gheny River is rising at all points and it is | 
probable that much damage will be done 
here tomorrow. An unusually heavy rain 
fell this evening. If rain continues tonight 
and tomorrow the lowlands of Pittsburg and 
Allegheny will be flooded. 

The government officials have sent out 
warning to merchants and others having 
goods stored in cellars along Water street, 
Duquesne way, and other thoroughfares 
near the river, to move the goods. The 
water is now creeping into some of the base- 
ments. Over in Allegheny the residents of 
the low lands are moving to upper stories. 

The tracks of the Pittsburg and Western 
railroad are expected to be under water in 
the morning. On the South Side and in the 
Lawrenceville mill district the water is 
backing up in the sewers and filling ny 
wheel pits. By tomorrow morning some of 
the mills will have to suspend operations.

MERCURY TAKES A BIG DROP. 


Springtime Weather Gives Way to Win- 
ter in a Few Minutes—Troubles 
on the Lake. 


Exuberant people who had begun to call 
yesterday a balmy spring day were forced 
to change their statements shortly after 3 
o'clock. Something happened to the weather 
at that hour, which showed its effect in a 
drop of 22° in less than half an hour. From 
springtime the weather switched to mid-. 
winter almost before there was time to make 
a note of it. The mild southwest wind dis- 
appeared and in its place there sprang up a 
fierce gale from the north. The wind 
whipped up a wild sea out on the lake, and 
nearly capsized a diver’s scow off Twenty- 
sixth street. A heavy rain commenced, and 
the two made progress in the streets uncom. , 
fortable. The sky was darkened for a short | 
time by a heavy black cloud which the 
changing winds swept over the city, and the 
smoke from the Monroe street fire was 
forced into the streets. At 8 o’clock the 
thermometer showed 33°. The maximum 
was 62° at o'clock. . 
For toaay Professor Garriott of the 
weather bureau predicts continued cold. He 
expects the temperature to fall to 20° above 
cero by morning. From that on there will 
be a steady rise, but thé entire day will be 
cold. By Thursday he expects a return of 
warm weather. There will be no rain today 
but possibly flurries of snow this evening. 
A dtver's scow owned by the Independent 
Towing company slipped its anchors in the 
heavy wind and occasioned much excitement | 
among the men on board by drifting close 
to the beach off Twenty-sixth street. A 
telephone message was sent to the offices of 
the company and. the tug Crawford dis- 
patched to the rescue. The scow was being 
used as a float for the operations if Diver 
Albert Knaggs, who had been sent out to 
repair the private water intake of the Keeley 
Brewing company.

No Formal Reply Made to the 
Demands of France. 


YIELDS TO RUSSIA’S NOD. 


Significant Action of Pavloff in 
Staying at Pekin. 


OTHER NEWS FROM ABROAD. 


London, March 23.—The Pekin correspond- 
ent of the Times says: China has not yet 
formally replied to the French demands. 
She ts passively awaiting further French 
action. Li Hung Chang and Chang Yin 
Huan have been appointed to represent 
China at the forthcoming conference with 
M. Pavioff, the Russian Chargé d’Affaires, 
who has received special power. 

M. Pavioff’s intended departure from Pe- 
kin has been postponed until August. 

The Times, commenting editeriaily, re- 
gards the postponement of M. Favioft's de- 
parture from Pekin as “‘ tantamount to an 
approval by his government of M. Pavioft's 
peremptory methods. 

The Times publishes a letter ‘signed 
“ Snanghai,” to which it attaches impor- 
tance, the writer alleging that Li Hung 
Chang and Chang Yin Huan, who are repre- 
senting. China in the negotiations with M. 
Paviof, are definitely committed to support 
the Russian policy, and that Li Hung Chang 
actually informed M. Pavieff of all the de- 
tails of the British proposals as to the loan 
on the day they were confidentially submit- 
ted to the Tsung-li-Yamen. 

There was no rush here to. subscribe for 
the Chinese loan, and it is doubtful whether 
the amount will be covered. 

It was announced from Berlin on Feb. 22 
that a Chinese loan of £16,000,000 ($80,000,- 
000) had been arranged with the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank of London and the Ger- 
man Asiatic Bank. This was confirmed the 
same day by the officers in London of the 
Hongkong ahd Shanghai Bank. The loan, 
it was added, was at a low rate of interest, 
probably 3% per cent, and would be issued 
below par. The security 1s understood to be 
of two kinds, revenues hitherto unpledged 
and international security in the shape of 
new ports to be opened, the port dues of 
which would be pledged; and further, certain 
industrial and mining concerns and security 
to the loan, which, it was further announced, 
would not have been concluded had not 
Germany insisted in order to prevent Russia 
from obtaining it. 


STOP AN EXECUTION IN CHINA. 


Militia Refuses to Carry Out a Death 
: Sentence Against a Convicted 
Murderer. 


Shanghai, March 22.—Further telegrams 
from Chung-King-Fu regarding the sacking 
of the Methodist medical mission in the 
Kiang-Pehi country show that the Chinese 
militia is now there in large force, and re- 
fuses to allow the execution of the death 
sentence passed upon the murderer of the 
student who was kilied by the rioters who 
destroyed the mission, as announced in these 
dispatches on March 16. The foreign Con- 
suls have demanded that the Taotai disperse 
the militia, execute the murderer, arrest the 
leaders of the rioters, pay 500,000 taels for 
the property destroyed, allow the mission to 
reoccupy its premises, and engage to pro- 
tect the members of the mission. 


ENGLAND NOT AFTER HAWAIl. 


Secretary Curzon Declares That an Ac- 
cusation Made in the United States 
Is Unfounded. | 


London, March 22.—In the House of Com- 
mons today Sir James Ferguson, Conserva- . 
tive member for Northeast Manchester, 
questioned the government as to whether 
there was any truth in the accusations 
brought by the United States Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations in the commit- 
tee’s Hawalian report to the effect ‘that 
Great Britain was plotting for the absdérp- 
tion of Hawall. 

Mr. Curzon, the Parliamentary Secretary 
for the Foreign office, in reply said he did 
not know whether the published statement 
of the accusation was authentic, but if such 
was the case, he added, there was no truth 
at all in the allegations made. 


STRIKE ON PANAMA RAILROAD. 


Dock Laborers Quit Work Owing to a 
Disagreement Over 
Wages.

Colon, Colombia, March 22.—(Copyright, 
1898, by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World. The Panama railroad dock 
laborers struck today, the men refusing to 
accept the Superintendent's proposal regard- 
ing night work. The men demand $2 a day. 

All laborers here 
are in sympathy with the strikers and the 
strike is general, affecting all the other 
wharves, and the steamers are lying idle. 
The Panama railroad’s steamer Advance ar- 
rived today from New York, but cannot dis- 
charge its mails.

M. Siegfried, representing the Seine-In- 
ferieure, moved te reduce the general tariff 
on lard from 40 to 25 francs to a minimum 
tariff of from 25 to 5 francs, pointing out that 
otherwise other. countries, notably the 
United States, might retaliate. The Premier, 
M. Meline, replied that the United States 
would make a bad mistake in resorting to 
reprisals, since the United States was the 
first to protect itself with high duties. The 
bill was adopted,

Marseilles, March 22.—The General Trans- 
atlantic company’s mail steamer Ville de 
Rome has been wrecked off Port Mahon, 
alearic Islands.

It was of 1,870 tons gross 
register, is 414 feet long, and had 34 feet 
beam. The Ville de Rome had on board 117 
passenger, including thirty women. There 
was no loss of life and the mails were saved.

HURLS ACID IN HER FACE. 


‘MISCREANT TERRIBLY BURNS YOUNG 
MABEL HOBART WITH VITRIOL. 


Attacks Her at 1 O'Clock This Morning 
in Front of Her House, 974 Jackson 
Boulevard, as She Is Returning with 
Medicine for Her Mother—She Ac- 
cuses Charles F. Lang, a Discarded 
Suitor, and He Is Arrested on Sus- 


picion.

A woman's agonized screams aroused the 
neighborhood of Jackson boulevard and 
Western avenue at 1 o’clock this morning, 
and three policemen who ran to the spot 
whence the shrieks proceeded found Mabel 
Hobart, 974 Jackson boulevard, 17 years 
old, rolling upon the sidewalk, tortured and 
blinded by vitriol burns on her face and 
hands. 

Between her cries she managed to tell the 
policemen that she had been attacked by a 
discarded suitor, who. had sought to disfig- 
ure her by throwing the acid in her face, 
and had then fled eastward in the boulevard, 

Two of the policemen gave chase on the 
trail of the assailant, while the third sent 
in a call for an ambulance and then gave the 


The other policemen overtook Charles F. 
Lang, a civil engineer, 12 North Carpenter 
street, as he was entering his house 
and placed him under arrest. He- was 
taken to the Warren Avenue Station, where 
he was formally charged with throwing 
vitriol in the girl's face. The police said he 
admitted having met her in front of her 
house, but denied having thrown the acid. 
He was locked up. 

Miss Hobart was taken in the ambulance 
to the County Hospital, where it was found 
that her right eye had been destroyed by 
the corrosive acid and that side of her face 
terribly disfigured. Her hands and shoul- 
ders were terribly burned and the vitriol had 
eaten away most of the clothing on that 
gide of her body. The physicians said she 
would probably survive her injuries, but 
would be disfigured for life. 

On -the way to the hospital, between her 
moans, Miss Hobart sald that Lang wasa 
discarded suitor and that he had met her in 
front of the house this morning as she was 
returning from a drug store, where she had 
been to purchase medicine for her mother, 
who is extremely ill. She refused to tell the 
conversation that had passed between them, 
but Insisted that he had suddenly raised his 
hand and hurled the contents of 
a bottle of vitriol into her face. 
Bhe gave Lang's name and address to the 
policemen. The bluecoats who responded to 
her cries were Nolan, McMahon, and Fuller 
of the Warren Avenue Station.

City Council to Consider Build- 


Ample Powers Are Outlined for 
the Commissioner.

DETAILS OF CONSTRUCTION. 


Specifications of Stairways, Escapes, 
and Exits. 
MEASURE FOR PUBLIC SAFETY. 


The City Council meets in special session 
this afternoon to consider the new building 
erdinance. The recent disastrous and fatal 


ing fire in Wabash avenue, have 80 stirred 
the people on the subject of guarding 
against a recurrence of such fatalities that 
those sections of the ordinance bearing on 
this subject will recelve much more atten- 
tion than otherwise have been the case. 
As the proposed ordinance stands now, it 
affords good protection against such hap- 
penings in any buildings constructed under 
it if its terms are only lived up to. The 
Commissioner of Buildings also is instructed 
dy it to make an examination of all exist- 
ing buildings as to the danger of fire com- 


or Mghting apparatus, means of escape for 
immates in case of fire or panic, strength of 
walls and supports, sufficiency of doors and 
windows, and other matters affecting the 
safety of the buildings and their inmates, 
and in all cases, where he finds ground 
for complaint, he is authorized to order 
alterations, and the building is declared 
untenable until they are made. 

The commissioner is also empowered to 


all buildings in course of erection, and is 
empowered to stop the construction of all 
buildings in which his orders are not com- 
plied with. His inspectors must be all 
practical men, either architects, engineers, 
carpenters, bricklayers, or stone masons. 


.. Fireproof in Construction. 


In the specifications for the construction 
of new buildings great stress is laid on the 
requirements for foundations and sustain- 
ing walis, and it is insisted they shall be 
ample to hold up whatever load is put upon. 
them. All buildings over ninety feet in 
height must also be of fireproof construction. 
In these all the iron and steel must be pro- 
tected against the effect of heat with cover- 
dings of brick, terra-cotta, or fire clay of 
sufficient thickness, and where a “ skeleton 
construction is used this covering for the 
iron of steel skeleton must be independently 
supported from the outside walls. All in- 
terior columns must be covered in the same 
way, and only asbestos plastering used. No 
bay windows of combustible material shall 
be allowed in buildings over four stories 
in height. Fire walls are provided for in all 
instances. 

Window and door sills must be made of 


wood coming in this class. Pillars and 
lintels supporting store fronts shall not be 
of wood in buildings over twenty-five feet 
high, No shingle or other combustible roof 
shall be allowed inside the fire limits. Wood 
shall not be allowed as the ß upport of any 
eornice. or gutter in bulldings over 100 feet 
in height. 

No towers, domes, or spires shall have a 
base area of more than 1,600 square feet, 
and if higher than ninety feet shall be of 
fireproof construction. All chimneys and 


and the floors where furnaces or any 
structures in which fires are maintained, 


or else properly protected. All boilers must 
have proper foundations of metal, brick, or 
concrete, and the danger of communicating 
fire from them reduced toa minimum. All 
openings in floors for hot air registers must 
be surrounded with incombustible material. 


Stairways and Firescapes. 


In all buildings in which there is an oc- 
cupation of 100 persons there shall be two 
stairWays at least three feet wide, for 300 
persons they shall be five feet wide, and for 
800 persons there shall be three stairways 
five feet wide. These stairways shall be as 
far apart as possilbe. During business hours 
fire escapes or stairways must not be closed 
or obstructed in any manner. 

In all hotels, boarding-houses, or lodging- 
houses there shall be a “ fire stop,“ concrete 
or tile, between the ceiling and floor in each 

of timber. No room shall be consid- 
€ inmhabitable unless it has at least one 
window, equal in size to one-tenth of the 
superficial area of the room, opening into 
the outer air. 

The floor level of all ahditoriums used for 
large gatherings shall be contained within 
the first story, and where seats are banked 
up the floor of the lowest bank shall not be 
above the street level. Where auditoriums 
contain 500 seats or less, and are in fireproof 
buildings, they may be located in any story, 

there must be at least two flights of 


and exit shall be provided for each gallery 
m any auditorium above the first floor. 
Aisles shall be equal in width to eighteen 
inches for every 100 seats, and shall be kept 
free from camp stools or othér obstructions, 
and no person may stand in them. Emer- 
gency exits shall be provided for all such 
dings. All doors shall open outwards.

All the 
frames and the entire construction of 
stages where scenes are shifted shall be of 
fron, and all wood shall be covered with fire- 
proof paint. All structures built above an 
auditorium shall be fireproof, and there shall 
be a flue to carry off smoke dbove all audito- 
rums. In the roofs of all auditoriums there 
shall be automatic sprinklers. A diagram 
of exits hall be printed on every program, 
and all exits plainly marked overhead with 
Aare letters. Fire axtinguishers shall be 
kept tn all such buildings, and the structures 
shall de connected by fire alarm telegraph 
with the fire alarm office. One or more fire- 
men.furnished by the chief shall be em- 
ployed in every auditorium, and all fire ap- 
paratus in it shall be under the control of 
the department. The fire marshal can or- 
der any such building closed when dissatis- 
Ned with ite arrangements. 

All buildings more than four stories in 
height shall be supplied with fire escapes 
with standpipe attachments. Buildings for 
the storing of petroleum and other com- 
bustibles shall not be within 100 feet of any 
other building and shall be of special con- 
atruction.

BUY BOGUS TIME CHECKS. 


Chief Clerk of United States En- 
gineers Is Involved. 


IS TRUSTED FIFTEEN YEARS. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—Informa- 
tion has reached the government, through 
a number of banks at St. Paul, Minn. that 
during the last year or more nearby banks 
have been made the victims of colossal 
frauds through the suspected collusion of 
government clerks connected with the com- 
mission having in charge the improvements t 
on the upper Mississippi River. Full details 
of the affair have not yet reached the gov- 
ernment, but the statements submitted by 
the banks indicate that $300,000 or more has 
been procured from them through fraudu- 
lent time ‘checks for services never per- 
formed. Copies of some of these time checks 
are said to be signed by J. H. Southall, Chief 
Clerk of the United States Engineers’ of- 
fice at St. Paul. It is understood that the 
banks will make a claim for reimbursement, 
but the law is said here to be clearly agzinst 
this contention. The government will begin 
a searching investigation at once into the 
whole matter. | + 

St. Paul, Minn., March 22.-—About three 
weeks ago the local banks, which first be- 
came interested through some Hartford, 
Conn., holders of the paper, began an in- 
vestigation, and became satisfied that the 
amount of checks out was far in excess of 
the money appropriated by the government 
to carry on the work of the upper Mississip- 
pi River. Proceeding with their investiga- 
tion, in behalf of themselves and their cor- 
respondents out of the city, the local bank- 
ers called upon Southall for an explanation. 
After several interviews, in which it is 
claimed that he tried to prove that there 
was nothing in the claims, it is said that he 
finally admitted that fully 25 per cent of the 
checks that are now outstanding are worth- 
less. As all the checks are alike, and the’ 
worthless ones merely contain fictitious 
names, it is impossible to tell which are the 
real and which the worthless until the 
books of the Engineering department are 
overhauled and the exact status of the af- 


fair ascertained. | 
Trusted for Fifteen Tears. 


J. H. Southall has been employed by the 
government for a period of more than fifteen 
years, up-to six months ago. At that time 
he resigned the position of chief clerk of the 
Engineering department in this city, being 
‘succeeded by J. D. Dushane. 

Southall's duties, while he was acting as 
clerk, were to keep the time as turned in by 
the foremen of the pay that was due the 
workmen, and in time to pay them off in 
these time checks. The time checks were 
often bought up in large numbers by spec- 
ulators, were cashed by banks, and were 
held until the government was prepared to 
meet the bills, when Southall would receive 
a remittance direct from Washington and 
would then deposit the money in his own 
name and take up the checks with his indi- 
vidual checks. By doing this for a period 
of fifteen years his signature became per- 
fectly well known to all the banks in this 
vicinity, and his credit;, with the govern- 
ment back of the paper that he issued, was 
considered as good as a government bond. 
The checks were always met on time, and 
this fact is responsible for the bankers not. 
becoming instantly suspicious when their 
checks were not forthcoming. | 


Engages in Speculation. 

Very shortly after Southall left the employ 
of the government he announced that he had 
become interested in the establishment of a 
firm to be known as Smith, Hughes & Co. 
He was to be the silent partner, and the 
business of the firm was to be dealing in 
stocks and bonds and speculation in wheat 
and other market commodities. Fora time 
—and in fact until the last few days, so far 
as the general public knew—the firm wasina 
flourishing condition. Since then rumors 
have been current that the concern had been 
2 on the long side of the wheat mar- 

et. 

Of the $300,000 or $400,000 worth of time 
checks known to be outstanding probably 
less than one-fourth was held by banks. and 
some of this was held by them for indtvid- 
uals. Two local banks, which failed fifteen 
months ago, held over $20,000, and nearly as 
much more was held by a Hartford (Conn.) 
bank. One man in Wisconsin whose name 
could not be fearned today bought $64,000 
worth of these checks, and $40,000 more had 
been taken as a good personal iAvestment 
by a St. Paul capitalist. In smaller amounts 
the time checks are understood to be held 
all over the country, and it will be some 
time before the full amount can be learned. 

Mr. Southall is at his home in the city, 
under charge of a detective, although he has 
not been formally placed under arrest.

“The danger of international complica- 
ions which may occur at any time, and the 


danger of resultant withdrawal of gold 
from the public. treasury, is a menace that 
threatens the financial integrity of the na- 
tion, and the business interests of the entire 
country. With the enormous gold demand 
obligations outstanding the Treasury should 
be placed at once in a position to secure 
gold constantly, as a right belonging to it 
by legislative enactment, and avoid increas- 
ing its obligations, except through a con- 
tingency arising from war, and should such 
a lamentable event occur, it should possess 
a national credit second to none among na- 


tions. 
Customs Dues in Gold. | 


To provide against sudden demands upon 


the Treasury, either through the exigencies 
of war or otherwise, a legitimate income in 
gold through our custom houses should be 
immediately avallahle, by requiring at least 
ore-half of the customs dues to be paid in 
gold upon foreign importations, and the 
balance, at the discretion of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, to be paid either in gold 
or in other currency.

TALK ON THREE TOPICS. 


Examination, Appointment, and 
Promotion Discussed. 


VIEWS OF DEWEY AND JAMES 


The Educational commission appointed by 
Mayor Ha to look into the public 
school system of Chicago held a meeting 
last evening at the Union League club. The 
proper examination, appointment, and pro- 
motion of teachers was discussed. Dr. John 
Dewey, professor of philosophy and peda- 
gogy, and Dr. Edward J. James, professor 
of public administration and directer ot 
university extension of the University of 
Chicago, were the guests of the evening. 

It was thought that the present mode of 
examination of teachers could be improved 
upon. It would be better to have an ex- 
amination not only by the Superintendent, 
but also to appoint a special board of ex- 
aminers to act with him. A committee com- 
posed of three assistant superintendents 
and three special examiners could perform 
the work. In New York the examinations 
were conducted by a special board. The 
subject of nomination of teachers was under 
consideration. 

Several plans were talked over, but the 
commission pledged itself to none. It thought 
it might be advisable to change the pres- 
ent system. It was suggested that a sys- 
tem of appointment and nomination should 
be incorporated in the State laws so that 
changes might not be made in the rules by 
every Board of Education. One fact brought 
out was that the standard of high schools 
should be kept up as high as possible, as 
that branch furnished the most teachers, 
and an advance in the grade of high schools 
meant a corresponding advancement in the 
efficiency of the teachers. Dr. Dewey said 
that $1 spent in the high school saved $10 
later in the work. 

Concerning the credit a teacher should 


T recelve for work done in other States, the 


members of the commission were of the 
opinion that for this work a teacher should 
not receive credit for more than half of the 
time served, and that in no event should 
the credit exceed four or five years. In 
hiring college men.it was thought advisable 
to secure some for the grammar grades, as 
they would make excellent material for 
principals.

CLERC BURIAL PERMIT FORGED 
Dosument Shows Woman Was Interred 
at Dunning, but Officials There 

Deny Tt. 


The mystery surrounding the death of 
Julia A. Clere, whose body was embalmed 
and kept for two years in Boydston Bros.’ 
undertaking establishment, is in one way 
being cleared, only to develop other feat- 
ures which may cause a disinterment of 
the remains and a Coroner's inquest. Yes- 
terday an official of the Chicago Baptist 
Hospital told Assistant State’s Attorney 
Carey that Julia A. Clerc was sent to that 
hospital from 424 Dearborn avenue on J une 
29, 1896, by Dr. J. C. Delprat. When she was 
received she gave her name as Julia A. 
Clerc, aged 23 years, and her occupation as 
chambermaid. Her case was diagnosed as 
peritonitis. She was operated upon some 
time after her reception at the hospital by 
2 Delprat, it is said, and died July 20, 


Soon after her reception at the hospital 
a mat who gave his name as Henry Devere, 
and his address as 424 Dearborn avenue, 
called upon Dr. Delprat, it was said, and 
agreed to pay all the expenses of the care 
and treatment of the young woman. The 
day following Devere is said to have sud- 
denly departed from Chicago and sailed for 
France. 

During the afternoon the Assistant State’s 
Attorney found the return for the burial 
permit at the County Clerk’s office. It was 
indorsed: “ Buried at Dunning, July 22, 
1806.’" The Dunning records contain no rec- 
ord of such a burial, and it is said the in- 
dorsement was forged. Coroner Berz will 
be consulted today, and the body may be 
exhumed: Dr. Delprat now has an office 
at 126 State street, and lives at the Renfost 


Hotel.

* He was summarily removed from 
the command of his regiment yesterday and 
placed in arrest by order of Governor Tan- 
mer, transmitted through Adjutant General 
Reese. He is charged with marching in last 
Thursday's St. Patrick's day parade. The 
Colonel and the Seventh had permission 
from the Brigadier General to march. But 
the Clan-na-Gael Guards were in the 
parade. And the Clan-na-Gael Guards 
carried guns. It is against the statutes for 
any marching body to parade with arms in 
Illinois without the permission of the Gov- 
Lieutenant Colonel James 8. Reilly 
says his command did not have this permis- 
gion. For this Colonel Kavanagh presuma- 
bly is placed in arrest, and the control 
of his men handed over to Lieutenant 
Colonel Moriarity. Colonel Kavanagh 
has the letter he wrote to General 
Wheeler, commanding the First Brigade, 
Illinois National Guard, asking permission 
to take part in the St. Patrick's day parade.

Governer Pingree Reads a 


"Ringing Plea for Reform. 


COUNTRY IS HALF TAXED 


Says the Individual Bears More 
than a Just Burden. 


SUGGESTS A BOARD OF FIVE. 


Such Body to Assess Corporation Prop- 
2 erty Without Favor. 


SENATOR COVELL DROPS OUT. 


Lansing, Mich., March 22.— [Special. The 
two Houses of the Legislature convened 
m special session at noon today, in response 
to Governor Pingree’s prociamation, for 
the purpose of considering the Governor's 
bill tor the taxation at cash value of the 
property of railroad, telegraph, telephone, 
and express companies. Trouble com- 
menced in the Senate before the Secretary 
had completed calling the roll, prétests be- 
ing made agaifist calling the names of Sen- 
ators Covell of Traverse City, Preston of 

„ and Hughes of Barry. Covell has 
been appointed United States District At- 
torney and Preston Deputy Collector of 
Customs at Port Huron, while it is claimed 


that Hughes has vacated his office by mov- 


ing from his district to Lansing. 


Federal Positions Endangered. 
These protests were made in compliance 


; with the action of a Republican caucus 


held this morning. While the constitution 
of Michigan provides that no person holding 
federal office shall be eligible for any office 
under the State, a more potent consideration 
in the case of Covell and Preston is the 
ruling made by President Grant that the 
incumbency of a civil office by a federal 
Official shall call for the resignation of the 
federal office. Neither Covell nor Preston 
undertook to participate in the day’s ses- 
sion, but Hughes did. The protests were 
referred to a committee for investigation. 

The anti-Pingreeites can afford to lose 
the votes of Preston and Covell, inasmuch 
as their loss will add nothing to the vote 
for the bill, while Hughes’ retirement will 
be a clear loss of one vote from the Pingree 
list and will contribute that much to the 
Gefeat of the measure. Sergeant-at-Arms 
Armstrong, having recently been appointed 
postmaster at Cassipolis, resigned, and 
Moses Parhelsky of Detroit was elected his 
successor. Upon calling the House to order 
Speaker Gordon counseled fairness, modera- 
tion, and economy 
The two Houses met in joint convention 
this afternoon and listened to Governor Pin- 
gree read his message. The Executive was 
enthusiastically received, the crowded gal- 
leries contributing liberal applause. The 
message in part was as follows: 

“To the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives: Tou have been called together under 
the following proclamation: 

“ By section 6 of article 5 of the constitu- 
tion of the State it is provided that the 
Governor shali take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed. 

“By section 7 of the same article he is 
given the power to convene the Legislature 
on extraordinary occasions. 
. “ By section 11 of article 14 it is made the 
duty of the Legislature to provide a uniform 
rule of taxation. 
. “ By section 12 of the same article All 
assessments hereafter authorized shall be 
on property at its cash value.’ These pro- 
visions have been a part of thefundamental 
law of the State since 1850. 

“In violation of the spirit, if not the let- 


ter, of these provisions of the constitution 


ws have been passed from time to time 
which railroad companies, express com- 
panies, telegraph and telephone compantes 
mow owning, according to their sworn 
returns, at least one-third of the property 
of this State, are required to pay only about 
One-twenty-sixth of the taxes levied for 
tate, county, and municipal purposes. 
_ After quoting the remaining portions of 
the proclamation by which the Legislature 
was summoned to meet at noon today Gov- 
ernor Pingree declares it is clearly the mean- 
ing of the constitution that all taxes to be 
levied should be based upon the cash value 
of property,“ and continues: 

“ The first essential of just taxation is that 
M shall be equal. To exempt one person from 
taxation is to fob another. To provide a 
low rate for one and a high rate for another 
is despotic. 

Equality Essential to Justice. 
At your last session an act was passed 
increasing to some extent the taxes now 
levied upon the earnings cf railroad com- 
panies. It was asserted that this act would 
bring into the treasury. between $200,000 
and $300,000. No taxes have yet been col- 
lected under it, but from the most reliable 
estimates that can now be made it will only 
yield about $100,000, 

The Michigan Central and Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern companies, the two 
most wealthy and powerful companies of the 
State, claim that the bill does not apply to 
them. They assert that because it was 
passed as an amendment to the general rail- 
road law they are protected from it by their 
special charters. 

The system of taxing earnings is wrong 
an principle and unsatisfactory in results. 
This places the State absolutely at the mercy 
of the railroad companies. It is compelled to 


take such reports as are made to it. I do not 


wish to charge fraud upon any of the com- 
‘panies doing business in this State. What I 
dnsist upon is that the State should never be 
‘at the mercy of any taxpayer, and that a 
system so. open to frauds should never have 
been adopted.“ 

. Railroads Pay Too Little. 

After quoting figures showing the valuation 
ot rallroad property in the State and the 
amount of taxes paid thereon, the Governor 
continues: 

“We are confronted with-this situation: 
The ordinary taxpayers of the State are bear- 
ing an annual burden of 3 per cent upon the 
‘value of their property. The railroad com- 
panies are paying less than one-quarte> of 
1 per cent upon their properties, and less 
than one-eleventh of the proportion borne by 
The message then quotes from the speech 
Gelivered in Chicago by ex-President Har- 
ion in which the speaker said: Mr. Lin- 
coln's declaration that this country could not 
‘continue to exist half slave and halt free 
may be paraphrased today by saying that 
This country cannot continue to exist half 
taxed and haif free,“ and continues: 

“In 1865, at the end of the war, the taxes 
for State purposes were less than four mills 
on the dollar and only 57 cents per capiia. 
In 1895 our taxes for State purposes has in- 
‘creased to $1.34 percapita. During the same 
period the proportion of taxes paid by the 
railroad companies decreased. In 1855 the 
raiifoads paid 72 per cent of all the taxes 


centage had dropped to 21 7-10 per cent. This 
percentage refers to State taxes alone.” 
history of legislation affecting the taxa- 
tion of railroads follows, covering the period 
from 1846 to.1897, Next is given a history of 
land grants and valuable coneessions given 
to railroads during the same period. The 
message continues: 
In most instances the land grants made 
to the companies have been separated from 
the ownership of the railroads and treated 
“as profit by the promoters. In this way the 
State has heen left to deal with crippled and 
impoverished ations, while the gen- 
“erous gifts to aid them have passed into 


other hands. Under what pretense can the 


railroad companies of thie State, after hav- 
ing received these generous gifts, ask to be 
exempted from their contract obligations? 
How can any honest man now object to mak- 
ing the companies thus richly endowed by 
the State pay at least their share of the pub- 
lic burdens?’ 


Earnings in Michigan. 
Discussing the claim the rallroads of the 
State cannot afford to pay full taxes be- 
cause Michigan is a poor field for their 
Operation, the Governor cites figures show- 


in the same manner as the mo 


Jevied for State purposes. In 1885 the per- 


7 


ing the Michigan roads receive a higher 
tonnage rate per mile than those in In- 
diana and certain other States, while the 
Indiana roads, for example, pay a much 
higher tax rate than those in Michigan. 

The next argument in favor of a change 
in the tax laws was based on the fact the 
railroad companies pay a mere pittance 
compared with other taxpayers for the sup- 
port of State institutions. On this point 
the message says: 

“The railroad companies make a profit 
out of every appropriation made, while they 
contribute a mere pittance in proportion 
to the general taxpayer. They make a 
profit upon every student who is carried to 
our normal schools or ‘university; upon 
every prisoner who is taken to one of our 
penitentiaries; upon every insane person 
who is transported to an asylum} upon every 
pound of freight that is carried to any of the 
State institutions for their use. 


Refers to Prospect of War. 
“From the beginning these great corpora- 
tions have practically evaded their duties 
to the State. In the war for the union the 
burden of every taxpayer was largely in- 
creased. The railroad companies made a 
profit on every soldier who was carried to 
the front and upon the body of every dead 
soldier that was brought home to be buried. 
At the same time their taxes remained sta- 
tionary. We cannot tell at what moment 
the State may again be called upon to con- 
tribute to the national defense. Shall we 
permit history to repeat itself and leave the 
whole burden of national defense to fall 
upon the ordinary taxpayers while the rail- 
roads reap a profit from the struggle?“ 
Express and telephone companies are next 
considered, the point being made that they 
have comparatively little in visible assets 
when their large earnings are borne in 
mind, and that under the system of taxation 
employed in Ohio and Indiana these com- 
panies are required to pay larger revenue 
to the State than in Michigan. An adoption 
of this system is recommended. 

On the subject of the principles that 
should be adhered to in framing new tax 
laws, the message Says: 

“There is but one rule consistent with 
honesty and that is to place all the property 
of the State upon the same footing and to 
make every one pay his share and to ask 
no one to pay more than his share. No one 
should ask the railroads, express companies, 
telegraph, and telephone companies to do 
more than they insist upon others doing. 
We should not be satisfied with less. We 
should bear in mind that we are only repe- 
sentatives in passing laws that affect the 
interests of our constituents and the inter- 
ests of unborn men and women who are to 
come after us. Our constituents have a 
right to demand a substantial and bona fide 
effort to equalize taxes and to make every 
one pay his just sharé..”’ 

Action Recommended. 

The message concludes with recommenda- 
tions as follows: 

I recommend that you authorize the ap- 
pointment of a State board of five, to be | 
non-partisan, if the constitution permits, 
which shall be empowered to make a just 
and equitable valuation of the franchises 
and other property of railroad companies, | 
express companies, telegraph and telephone 
companies at their true cash value, and to 
ascertain the average rate of taxes paid by 
the other people of the State for State, coun- 
ty, and municipal purposes, and to assess 
the property of these companies at that rate, 
the moneys collected to be paid directly to 
the State Treasurer and by him distributed 

now col- 
lected from specific taxes. J 
In conclusion I desire to earnestly urge 
this duty upon you in the name of equality 
and justice. I trust that prejudices for or 
against corporations will have no part in 
your deliberations. Michigan should be 
absolutely just. Natural and articficial per- 
sons, whtther rich or poor, résident or non- 
resident, are entitled to the same treatment 
before the law.“ 
When the reading, which occupied nearly 
two hours, was completed, the Pingree tax- 
ation bill was introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Moore and in the House by Colonel 
Atkinson, the Pingree leader and author 
of the measure. In each body an attempt 
was made to send the bill to a special com- 
mittee. This was opposed by the Pingree- 
ites, who won by a vote of 89 to 4 in the 
House and 20 to 9 in the Senate. Although 
these cannot be considered test votes the 
result caused great rejoicing among the 
friends of the bill. Colonel Atkinson suc- 
ceeded in having it referred in the House 
to the Committee on Revision of Laws, of 
which he is chairman, and a majority of the 
members are Pingree men. In the Senate 
the bill went to the regular Committee on 
Taxation of Banks, Corporations, and Rail- 
roads, the membership of which is about 
equally divided between the friends and 
enemies of the measure. 


Wants a Record Vote. 


The bill will pass the House without 
amendment, but in the Senate it will en- 
counter shoals. The Upper House is hostile 
to the Governor, and ‘although Senator 
Covell cannot personally lead the opposi- 
tiam his influence will be felt, and the bill 
will be amended in so many ways that the 
Governor will hardly recognize it. Even the 
friends of the measure concede this. It is 
declared that Governor Pingree is not at all 
sanguine as to the fate of the bill, and that, 
on the other hand, he expects and hopes it 
will be defeated. Such action will place the 
members of the Senate on record, and will

the other property of the State. This tax 
shall be paid to the State Treasurer and 
become due on the first day of February fol- 
dowing thelevy. When taxes are paid on the 
property thus listed the owners of stock 
in such companies residing in the State need 
not list such stock for taxation. ay

CANAL BILL GOES TO SENATE. 


Big Lobbies Are on Hand at Albany 
to Work For and Oppose the 
Measure. 


Albany, N. v., March 22.—[Special.]—The 
canal interests were represented in large 
numbers about the Legislature today, when 
a final effort was made to secure a favorable 
report on the proposition to submit to the 
people the question of the transfer of the 
State canals to the federal government.

TANNER GRANTS ONE PARDON. 


Several Sentences Are Commuted and 
Mercy Is Denied to a Score of 
Offenders. 


Springfield, III., March 22.—[{Special.]—

granted a pardon to Samuel J. Doss, who 
was convicted of grand larceny in Jackson 
County in 1895, and sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for five years.

WILL DENOUNCE THE ACT. 


State Convention Is Expécted to 
Rally in Opposition. 


LEADERS MEET AT ROCKFORD 


Rockford, III., March 22.—[Special.]}—The 
Democrats will undoubtedly make the Allen 
bill their leading issue in the State campaign 
this year. They propose to denounce the 
measure in their State convention and wage 
their battle thereon, despite the fact it re- 
ceived exceedingly strong Democratic sup- 
port in the General Assembly when it was 
passed, 

The Democratic State Central committee 
held four meetings this year, at Bast St. 
Louis, Springfield, Galesburg, the last oc- 
curring here today. Nothing beyond mut- 
terings of discontent came to the surface at 
East St. Louis and Springfield. The row 
broke at Galesburg‘on St. Patrick's day, and 
the men who voted for the Allen bill were 
burned at the stake, so to speak, and this 
despite the fact that several men who sup- 
ported the measure were present. It was 
with the greatest difficulty Chairman Orr 
held the Committee on Resolutions down to- 
day. He selected the membership to begin 
with, and he went with the committee into 
its rooms at the Nelson House, The com- 
mittee was composed of J. C. Seyster, Ogle;

. Cc It an Infamy. 

Orr kept his hand on the throttle all the 
time. If he had not the engine would have 
run wild. But the wildest resolution the 
committee would stand ran as follows; 

“We denounce the unsurpassed infamy of 
the present Republican administration in 
the State of Illinois and particularly the 
shameless alliance of Governor Tanner with 
self-seeking corporations and his approval 
of the laws passed by a venal Republican 
Legislature, whose acts have been pers'st- 
ently corrupt and inspired by boodle.”’

SECURITIES ARE STILL SINKING TO 
LOWER LEVELS. 


Bears Will Probably Remain in Control 
ef the Market Pending Definite 
Peace or War Announcements—Val- 
ues Suffer More by Waiting than 

They Would by Actual War—Local 
Companies Get War Business trom 
Government—Brewery Litigation. 


Traders who have been trying to figure 
out what war levels in stocks would be, 
with a view to determining how much lower 
have yet to sink, have reasons now to 
think that the longer the war is postponed 
the lower will these levels be, 
The steady sensational declines in stocks 
since the day of the catastrophe to the Maine 
have already marked an epoch in Wall street 
history. Yet nearly every day continues to 
pring fresh evidence that there is still plenty 
of room at the bottom. And until the worst 
is reached by the realization of the grim 
fact of war, or until the peace which is now 
hardly hoped for should be definitely secured 
without recourse to war, it seems that the 
tendency of stocks must continue to be 
downward. The longer the issue remains 
unsettled the lower prices seem bound to 
go, for until it is settled buyers as a class 
will keep out, end only short sellers will 
come in. Had war broken out two weeks 
ago it is doubtful if prices on a war basis 
Today would be any lower than they now 
actually are on a basis still of peace. So 
jong as the war is in the future but so seem- 
ingly near the market will find it easy to 
keep discounting the dreaded evil. When 
what has been expected comes there will of 
course be some further drop, no matter how 
much prices have previously fallen, but the 
sooner the final shock comes the more will 

de saved to values from the disastrous dis- 
counting process. 

The market yesterday was probably as 
much under the influence of the fear of inter- 
vention as of the probable finding of the 
Maine court of inquiry. News is what the 
markets feed on, and when the news is all 
indicative of coming war professional trad- 
ers feel it to be their duty to regret unholy 
war and express their sentiments by selling 
short. The opening yesterday was weak 
and prices cagged all through the session. 
At the close there were general losses of 
from 1 to 3 points over the previous close. 


Government Liberally Buying. 

There never have been reasons to believe 
that war with Spain could injure intrinsic 
stock values. The general opinion is that 
after there had been a few weeks of war, 
stocks would go way up. Some ofthe stocks 
which have suffered the most from the war 
care are those which a war ought actually 
to benefit. For instance, the National Bis- 
cult company of this city has begun already 
to fill large contract orders with the govern- 
ment for biscuit. Between 600,000 lbs and 
600,000 lbs of pilot bread have recently 
been ordered for the provisioning of new 
warships. The New Orleans bakeries of the 
National Biscuit company are filling un- 
usually large orders, most of them having 
some connection with war possibilities. An 
American Biscuit official said yesterday: 
“If we have war it means that a great pro- 
portion of the people who now eat bread 
will then eat crackers, for crackers are the 
chief rations of war. War will chuse more 


people to travel, and travelers are among 


the best consumers of crackers,”

GROCERS STILL DISCUSSING SUGAR 
DISTRIBUTION. 


Equality Plan Found Not to Be Such a 
Success as Was Originally Thought 
to Be in Overcoming Some of the 
Awkward Features of the Trade— 

A Leading Local Dealer Explains 
the Position of His House—Rice Rice Sit- 


uation Is Strong. 


A decidedly disturbing element has en- 
tered the sugar market, applying not so 
much to the situation itself as to the method 
of distribution of the product. Its effect is 
a practical abolishment of the equality plan, 
which has heretofore been operative be- 
tween the grocer and customer. As dis- 
tinguishing this from the factor plan it may, 
be explained that the latter has to do only 
with the refiner and jobber. Grocers who, 
are unprejudiced by self-interests agree, 
that with the equality plan out of consider- 
ation the business of distributing sugar from, 
refiner to consumer is on, a much healthjer 
basis than*heretofore, For a long time past, 
this end of the grocery business not only in, 
Illinois but in adjacent States has been 30 
badly disturbed through the cutting of 
rates in oné way and another that the result, 
has been a practical demoralization. Chi- 
cago jobbers met recently in an attempt to 
devise some plan whereby, the then existing 
conditions might be remedied and the sugar 
business put on some logical and business- 
Uke basis. It was suggested that a common, 
reduction be made to all localities where in- 
dividual jobbers had heretofore disturbed 
the trade by irregular concessions. This. 
plan met the approval of a majority of Chi- 
cago jobbing houses, but was not to, 
by one of the largest in the trade. Later, 
however, the majority agreed to mee the 
existing conditions by a reduction in thé de- 
livered price to such an extent as they, 
might from time to time deem necessary, 
the present arrangement being that Chicago, 
jobbers are to make a uniform delivered, 
price 13 points below the old card rates.

A sturdy breeze from out of the west ruf- 
nes the Southern Sea and occasionally crests 
the long-backed rollers with silver foam. 
The early afternoon sun beats down from a 
sky that gleams like burnished steel. Nota 
cloud flecks the blue expanse of heaven. 
Lolling leisurely along through the clear 
green water the huge battleship Oregon 
ewashes its way over the tumbling seas. 
Its broad bow cuts the waves that curl some- 
times almost up to its low-lying deck. and 
two gradually separating lines of foam mark 
the boundaries of its wake. The thin, faint 
columns of smoke that rise from its funnels 
curl slightly toward the east, borne by the 
wind that is moving a little faster thaf the 

hip. 
. * has come from the far Pacific station 
to join the powerful squadron in the Atlantic, 
and now its voyage is almost ended. Ina 
little while it will be with its sister ships. 
But it is not in a hurry, for it is not afraid. 
No foe sails the wide seas whom it would 
hesitate to meet. The war has but just 
begun, and not yet has the peerless gladiator 
of the seas had opportunity to test its 
strength against a foe. Officers and men 
are eafer for this chance, and if fortune 
but sends a ship of the enemy across its 
path this brilliant afternoon in the early 
gummer a royally warm welcome it will get.

The 
men on the forward deck hate heard the 
colloquy between the officer of the watch 
and the lookout and their eyes are straining 
over the starboard rail in sharp desire to 
make out the approaching ship.

A long time he looks in silence ahd 
then officers and men hear the command 
that most of all in the Captain's power to 
give they are glad to get: Clear the ship 
for action!“ 


Order to Clear the Ship. 


It is only a chance that the stranger is an 
enemy, but prudence demands that that 
chance be not passed without preparation. If 
the Captain is right in his guess as to the 
character of the strange ship war has begun 
tor the Oregon. 

“Clear the ship!“ The order runs from 
stem to stern like a lightning flash. The 
messengers hurry about notifying every 
Officer of the command. Some are asleep in 
their rooms. Some are at work over their 
pet problems and theories of warmaking. 
Some are gossiping in the wardroom or 
visiting in the room of a brother officer. 
All jump to their work at the order and each 
man, eagerly alive to the possibilities of the 
next hour or so, hurries to his station. The 
bo's'n's whistle, shrilling along the passages 
and through the open spaces on the berth 
deck and sounding its high warning treble 
wherever the men of the crew are gathered, 
rouses the sleeping and the waiting to acti 
and they tumble up to their stations wit 
glad exclamations and swift aljacrity. The 
executive officer joins the Captain on the 
bridge and the young officer of the watch, 
whom he relieves, packs up his glass and 
husties down to take his station and direct 
the men of his division in clearing the ship. 

Men swarm over the deck in what seems 
the wildest confusion, but is in reality per- 
fect order. Every man has certain exact 
duties to perform, and much drilling has 
taught him just how to go about it to per- 
form them in the simplest, readiest, and 
easiest manner. The whole deck crew is 
Organized into divisions and each division 
has its separate and particular work. One 
Givision lashes fast the big anchors and 
makes them as secure as possible. Another 
takes care of the boats. The spare spars are 
Sot out and lashed together. The boats are 
dashed into a nest, plugs pulled out so that 
they will fill with water and float with gun- 
Wales awash. The nest is lashed to the spars 
hat will serve as a drag, and a buoy to 
mark their location if the ship lives to come 

k for them, and spars and boats are put 
Over the side and left to drift as they will. 


Everything Movable Stowed Away. 


While this is going on other divisions are

hing movable that can be put out of 
tie way is stowed in its proper place sw'ft- 
ly and silently. Turpentine and alcohol cases 
That might, by exploding, spread flame and, 
er over the ship, are brought up and 
heaved overboard to drift with the aban- 
boats. The battle gratings are 
brought out and fitted. over the hatches. 
Anything that might be knocked to pieces 
by a shell or shot to splinters by small fire 
is thrown overboard if it can be loosened 
and spared, and when, in an ineredibly 
Short time. the work is finished not a su- 
Perfiuous bar or beam, not an extra rod, box, 
implement, or article of any sort stands 
On the deck to cumber the desperate work 
Of the ship in its life and death struggle. 

But the men on the deck are not the only 
des who are busy when Clear the ship 
ip the order. The first thing the Captain 
Goes after he gives this command is to send 
Word to the chief engineer to couple up all 
the boilers. The Oregon has been cruising 
With only part of its boilers at work. Now 
the extra ones are coupled up. Fires are

Stranger on the Alert. 


action. Every bit of the complicated work 
is done. Everything is stowed or cast loose 
and officers and men stand at their stations 
waiting the next command. They have not 
long to wait. When the Captain gave the 
order to clear the ship he also changed its 
course and headed it directly for the 
stranger whose appearance had caused all 
the bustle and excitement. As the increased 
steam power made itself felt in the increased 
speed of the battleship and it drew nearer 
and nearer the stranger the Captain and 
the executive officer noticed that the strang- 
er, too, showed signs of being on the alert. 
Out of ite funnels there rose two black 
clouds that matched the inky columns ris- 
ing from the Oregon's smoke pipes. With 
increasing rapidity it rose above the horizon 
and presently the hull was visible. Before 
the Oregon was halt cleared for action the 
two ships were in full view of each other, 
and the Oregon's Captain could see plainly 
that the stranger was a battleship of about 
the Oregon's size ahd general lines. 

As the ships drew nearer and his own 
colors were run up to the masthead he 
distinguished the ensign of the enemy float- 
ing from the foretruck ot the approaching 
ship. He did not know that this was the 
ship sent out specially to meet the Oregon 
and prevent it from joining the Atlantic 
squadron. But now his own ship is cleared 
and he gives the order for which his men 
are waiting. | 

“Sound general quarters!” 

It is the call to battle. The rattling drum 
and grieving bugle sound the notes that set 
the red blood leaping through the arteries 
of every one of the 450 gallant fellows in the 
Oregon's crew. Simultaneously and on the 
instant they respond. Now the constant 
drill that has helped to wear away the 
tedious hours on long voyage around 
from the Pacific coast shows its good re- 
sults, Silently and without confusion every 
man goes to his allotted place. Down in 
the engine- room below the steel armored 
deck the engineers take a last look 
around to see that everything is ship- 
shape. The off watch, engineers and fire- 
men alike, join their powder divisions. The 
watertight doors in the bulkheads are 
closed and tried to see that they are fast. 
The engines are ready—the living, breath- 
ing power that makes the ship a vital thing 
is prepared for ready response to the intel- 
ligent direction of the men who are to make 
it perform to the last most terrible possi- 
bility its dreadful function as an engine of 
destruction. Now the ship's company rea- 
lizes the worth of the engineers, for if the 
power falls, if the complicated machinery 
falls short of fulfilling its utmost duty the 
beautiful, great ship will Me helpless and 
an easy prey before its powerful enemy. 


Fighting Men at the Guns. 


As the engineers are thus making their last 
rounds the fighting men of the ship are 
taking their places at their guns. The 
marine division man the smaller rapid-fire 
guns in the secondary battery. They are 
trained as marksmen with small arms, and 
now they are expected to demonstrate the 
worth of their careful drill in the deadly 
execution their fire shall make upon the 
superstructure and exposed parts of the en- 
emy's ship, The men who have been taught 
especially to handle the great 18-inch rifles 
in the main turrets elimb to their places 
about their guns. In the smalier turrets of 
the 8-inch rifles their particular gun crews 
take station. Along the broadside rapid- 
fire guns another division of the crew sta- 
tions itself. Some of the marines g0 
up into the fighting tops and man the mur- 
derous machine guns there. So all the guns 
are manned, each by a man thoroughly 
trained in every movement of the drill for 
keeping his gun in action at the highest 
possible rate of efficiency. In charge of 
each gun or division of guns is an officer. 
In each of the main turrets a senior officer 
sits in the seat under the hood, with a junior 
officer to assist him. Thus, swiftly and 
noiselessiy, the guns are manned, and the 

un crews await the word to begin their 

ghtful work. 

While this has been going on another and 
most important division of the erew has 
been taking stations down at the bottom of 
the ship, beneath the armored deck, and far 
below the water line. This is the powde 
division, and on the men in it and the 
faithful work depends the suecess of the 
day. With the order to general quarters 
the Captain has given to the senior watch 
officer the keys to the magazines. This 
officer is in command of the powder division. 
Officers under him are in charge of the sub- 
divisions which man the magazines for the 
different kinds of ammunition and which 
serve the different guns. A pe officer 
captains the crew in the actual™work of 
passing out the ammunition from each mag- 
azine. The magazines are all opened up. 
The electric lights are turned on and the 
carriages and travelers that take the 
powder and shell to the ammunition hoists 
are tried to see that they work well, Men 
begin to pile the powder tanks in handy posi- 
tions and to unbox the projectiles for the 
larger guns, Ammunition for the.machine 
guns is whipped up into the tops. Every- 
thing is ready. 

Down in the torpedo-rooms the torpedo 
division has been preparing its mighty 
agents of destruction. The war heads are 
taken from the magasines and the bricks of 
dry guncotton are prepared to be inserted 
with the net ready for instant use. The 
travelers that carry the torpedoes to the 
launching tubes are tested and found to be 
in good working order, and the torpedo men 
await only the Captain's order to do their 
best toward sending the enemy to Davy 


Jones’ locker. 


Surgeons Make Preparations. 


In the sick bay the doctors have not been 
idle, Cots have been made ready, instru- 
ments got out, operating tables prepared, 
bandages and lint put ready to hand, and 
all preparations made for bloody and dread- 
ful results. | 

On deck some of the junior officers have 
manned the range finders, delicate little in- 
struments that tell the exact distance away 
ot the enemy's ship. The Captain quits the 
bridge and turns the deck over to the execu- 
tive officer.’ He goes himself te the con- 
ning tower and the last preparation is made, 
The next act will be a blow. 

In the conning tower the Captain finds a 
system of speaking tubes leading to every 
gun station, to the engine rooms and maga- 
zines, and to the steering room aft, below 
the armored deck. @ looks through the 
little peep-siots in the steel walls about 
him and marks the approach of the enemy. 
The Oregon and its antagonist are steadily

thing, for it keeps the men busy, 1 N 
time to stand still and speculate about the 
fearful possibilities of the desperate combat 
about to begin. In response to the com- 
mand every gun is freed at once from the 
fastenings which bound it down immovable 
while the ship was cruising. Helpless under 
the grip of the stout steel clamps, now it 
shakes off its shackles and rises to face 
the grim work before it. This is to cast 
loose,“ but that is only part of the order, 
and a small part, too. Every man in every 
gun crew has certain particular things to 
provide.“ One sees that one accessory of 
the gun is in place, another another, and so 
on clear througt the crew. Every little de- 
tail is thus carefully looked out for, and in 
doing this work the crew is occupied dur- 
ing the few minutes when the tension of 
waiting is at its worst. For it's when the 
ship is ready and the command to fire does 
not come that the greatest strain on the 
nerves of the men comes. , 


Men Work Like Machines. 


Now the Oregon, dashing along toward its 
enemy, approaches a range where the Cap- 
tain thinks he can afford to open with his 
forward pair of 13-inch rifies. The senior 
officer in the turret has been watching the 
enemy through the slote in the hood and 
keeping his gun trained on him. At the 
order cast loose and provide,“ his crew 
has done a lot of work. There are six of 
them for each gun, and each has manifold 
duties. They are numbered from 1 to 6, and 
the first four have had most careful train- 
ing in pointing the guns. They are proficient 
marksmen, and 1 is captain of the crew; 
the others will succeed to the command of 
the gun in order, as the captain is wounded 
or taken out of action for any cause. As 
they take their stations, 1 stands by the 
hydraulic rammer that is used in loading the 
gun; 2 and 3 are called plugmen and spong- 
ers, and stand on the platform at tho breech 
of the gun; 4 is the liftman, and operates the 
hydraulic ammunition hoist that lifts the 
great projectiles and their powdeg charges 
up from the magazine deck; 5 ‘s the return 
lever man. He operates the machinery that 
runs the gun in and out of the turret, as it is 
loaded and fired, and 6 is the trainer who 
works the training lever. 

Cast loose and provide means an im- 
mense amount of work to these men, but so 
expert are they at its perfcrmance that in 
action they will keep their giant rifle hurling 
its tremendous projectiles at the enemy’s 
ship once every three minutes. After they 
have cast loose their rifle they begin to 
provide. One connects the electric smoke 
fan in the turret and starts it going. No 
smoke must hinder the work of the crew 
after the fight begins. He tests the hydraglic 
loading rammer and makes sure it will work. 
Then he prepares the electric firing wire and 
gets the primers and firing apparatus ready; 
2 gets the hose and the sponges ready for 
washing out the big rifle after fire; 3 turns on 
the lights in the turret and fills the gun tub 
with fresh water; 4 tests the ammunition 
hoist; 5 tries the gun's working motive 
power, and 6 satisfies himself that the train- 
ing gear is in working order. The gunner’s 
mate of that division provides a box of spare 
accessories and a tool box. 

Loading the Big Gun. 

Everything being provided the next 
command for the men in the big turret ts 
“open breech;“ 2 and 3 respond, and the 
breech plug is moved back and out of the 
way. 

Then“ sponge is the order. One turns 
on the hose, 2 washes out the shell space 
of the gun, and 5 helps; 8 cleans the face 
of the breech plug, and then, with 2, places 
the loading tray which guides the shell and 
powder charges from the carriages of the 
ammunition hoist to the gun. While this 
has been going on, the men in the magazines 
below have supplied the ammunition to the 
hoist and now, at the order “ up lift,” 4 
works the lever and the ammunition holst 
comes up behind the gun. The gun has been 
run to the loading position and is ready.

In the Thick of the Fight. 

The action is on. The huge projectiles go 
plunging toward the enemy, but strike the 
water a little short. He responds in kind, 
but neither ship slacks speed. The gun crews 
in the forward turret rush through their 
work again, but now no man commands. The 
drill they have had has made them familiar - 
enough with all their work, and speed is the 
greatest consideration now. The men at the 
other guns wait eagerly the moment when 
they, too, can get into the fight. It comes 
with small delay. 

Now the Oregon is near enough to the 
enemy to give her a broadside, The after 
turret swings around and its big guns are 
trained with those of the forward turret. 
The four 8-inch rifles in the amidships tur- 
rets join in the assault and all together they 


| Hurl their murderous bolts at the enemy.

fire as well and a storm of shot from his 
rapid-fire guns is playing havoc with the 
battleship’s superstructure, The range find- 
ers were long ago silenced and the surgeons 
in the sick bay have their hands full.

been completed at a cost between $25,000 
and $30,000. No desirable feature that arch- 
itecture and sanitary science can suggest 
has been omitted from its construction. Th 
building is 65x135, constructed on a hig 
stone foundation, with many bays and 
gables, and is connected with the hotel by a 
glass- covered corridor, which eventually 
will be a sun bath and palm promenade. 
Passing through the corridor to the bath- 
house one arrives at a series of reception 
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and cooling rooms, and reaches the dressing 
rooms, where individual compartments ar 
provided for disrobing.

Mayor Explains His Position. 

As to the depot loop ordinance, that is 
still in statu quo. I cannot tell what will 
be my attitude in the matter until the 
Counci? has acted.

“The Corporation Counsel is still trying 
to figure out a way by which the Chicago 
City railway company can legally be grant- 
ed permission to string trolley wires in 
Wabash avenue and State street, north from 
Twenty-sécond street, to take care of the 
Clark street traffic while the St. Charlies 
Air line tracks are being raised.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


(ANADIAN PACIFIC MANAGERS DE- 
TERMINED TO KEEP UP THE WAR. 


Amertean Roads Suffer Loss of Reve- 
nue Through Low\Rates, but Cannot 
Abandon the Conflict—Talk of a 
Movement tor Restrictive Legisla- 
tion—As to Eastern Trunk Lines— 
Sues Wisconsin Central — Sunday 
Excursions—Special Fares. 


No inclination is evinced on the part of 
the Canadian Pacific railway managers to 
discontinue its piratical work upon Ameri- 
can business. They are determined to keep 
up the present war indefinitely, and will 
make no concessions to the American lines. 
The latter, and especially the Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific roads, which are 
the principal competitors of the Canadian 
Pacific, are suffering great loss of revenue 
on account of the low rates they are com- 
pelled to make to meet the Canadian line's 
competition, but they cannot abandon the 
conflict, because it would deprive them of 
any part of the Western colonist business 
and the bulk of the second-class business 
from the Hast to the north Pacific coast, and 
to Aleska and the Klondike. 

The Canadian Pacific has everything to 
gain and nothing to lose in this fight. The 
facts brought out at the recent conference 
in New York show that it is tn a better posi- 
tion to prolong the fight indefinitely than 
Was generally supposed. It has a big sur- 
plus in its treasury, and it takes the ground 
that every American passenger it can carry 
over its lines, irrespective of the rate se- 
cured from such passenger, is just so much 
clear gain for it. As it cannot by ordinary 
means secure American travel over its line 
It has to offer special inducements, and large 

differential rates are the only legitimate 
means at its disposal for securing it. For 
this reason it insists upon being guaranteed 
guch differentials before it will enter into 
any peace negotiations or have the diffi- 
culties settled by arbitration. 

The Interstate Commerce commission, in 
Its decision regarding the application of the 
American roads for the suspension of the 
Jong and short haul clatise on traffic compe- 
tition with the Canadian Pacific, says if 
this road was subject to the interstate com- 
merce act it could not prey upon American 
traffic, as it has been and is still dolng. This 
suggestion, railroad officials here think, 
pught to lead to a movement of the Ameri- 
can roads to induce Congress to adopt such 
Testrictive legislation as will prevent the 

n military highway from coming 
into American territory and resorting to 
practices which the American roads are, 

ited from using. The Eastern roads, 
it is thought, are aiding and abetting the 
Canadian Pacific by enabling it to take 
Dusiness at rates which are ruinous to the 
American transcontinental lines from East- 
ern territory. 

‘The Canadian Pacific, as well as the New 
York trunk Mnes, claim that the former 
pays. local rates to the latter, but the Cana- 
Gian Pacific can hardly do this and carry 
the business through to the Pacific coast 

nts at rates which in some instances are 
than the full local rate it would have to 

pay to it Eastern American connections 
for their share of the transportation of the 
seengers. The clamor for a repeal of the 
Ponal nding privileges now enjoyed by the Cana- 
dian line is proving stronger from day to

Sues Wisconsin Central. 
N. T. Cox of the Central Car company 
has brought an intervening suit against the | 
‘Wisconsin Central. His petition is an inter- 
esting one in the foreclosure proceedings. 
The Gentral Car company was organized 
under the laws of Connecticut for the pur- 
pose of leasing the Wisconsin Central lines 
their rolling stock and motive power. Stock 
to the value of $3,000,000 has been fur- 
nished. When the receivers took hold of the 
property the value of the rolling stock and 
motive power was placed at $1,898,690, and 
Since that time they have been paying 
rental on the latter valuation only. This 
caused a depreciation of the stock of the 
car company and the suit is brought fora 
recouping ot the losses occasioned thereby. 

The proposition for the discontinuance of 
Sunday excursions by the Central Passen- 
ger association lines has been defeated by 
an almost unanimous vote. It was argued 
that these week-end excursions to the large 
cities along the various lines and to picnic 
grounds and other points of interest do not 
interfere to the slightest extent with regular 
business, and that if low rates will cause 
the people to travel the roads are just that 
much ahead.

JAPAN IS BUILDING RAILWAYS.

From the Japan Times (Feb. 28): Last year

cailway was constructed between Tokio and 
Yokohama, a distance of elghteen miles, in 
3872, the system has been extended at an 

Average rate of 100 miles a year, so that at 
the end of March, 1897, which concluded the 
twenty-ninth fiscal year, the total mileage | 
had reached 2,448 miles. At one leap, how- 
ever, during the year just expired, no less 
Than 530 miles approximately were added 
fo the total, thus bringing it up to 3,000 
miles in round numbers. Of the lines newly 

ned for traffic during last year, the 
‘Tokuyama section of the Sanyo railway, the 
Iwaki section of the Nippon railway, and 
the Choshi section of the Sobu railway were
